cific road has demonstrated there is a great demand 


for securities of that charcter, according- to a New Yoik 
special to the Oregonian An issue of flfty millions was 
offered and it was over subscribed 
Foreign banking 


houses were bidders for large amounts, and much of the 
bonds went to them The principal bank of Berlin wanted 
ten millions and an English syndicate sought to secure 
fifteen millions.

Several reasons contributed to the success of the issue 


One is the fact thatthe bonds ate guaiantefd by the Den- 
ver & Rio Grande and Rio Grande "Westein, with suppoit 
of many other lines alied with the Gould system Another 
leason is that the bonds of all the Western Pacific roads 
have proved good and are therefore attractive to invest- 
ors, 
especially foreign capitalists. There seems to be a 


scarcity of investment of that character, there having 
been no flotation of that fiind for some time Still another 
leason, no doubt, is the general confidence m the devel- 
opment of railway business between the Pacific Coast 
and points eastward 
The opening of the orient to our 


trade thiough our securing of a commanding position in 
that pait of the world has an effect 
that is reflected 


in the success of this sale of bonds People lealize tha.t 
trade is to continue to grow and that the railways reach- 
ing the pi incipal port of the western coast will profit 
enormously from the development of business 


It would be inteiesting to "see what success could be 


had with an issue for a road to afford the northern lines a 
direct route to the Golden Gate If it were possible for 
those lines to invade the territory and they could be pei- 
suaded it was to ttheir interest to do so we should veiy 
soon see a road reaching from Montana to San Francisco 
None knows with any certainty \\hethei those loads of 
the north \\ill ever deteimlne to start foi the Califoinia 
seaport but if they weie now making such an advance 
there is no doubt they could secuie funds as leadily as 
has Gould foi his Western Pcicific It is a pity some strong 
combination

WHEN we read of a great issue of bonds being sold for 


the construction of a. railway line~there ie>a tendency to 
wonder how much of the stock the bond purchasers are 
to secure as a bonus Also what amount of money will 
find its way into the treasury for such stock as is dis- 
posed of or in other ways The stock controlsthe com- 
pany, and the business is expected to pay dividends on 
it yet in many cases in the past the companies have real- 
ized nothing whatever for the stock issued That which 
has been paid for in such cases is classified as preferred, 
while the common represents no investment of any char- 
acter 


RUSSIA has again shown her people how she can shoot

Horses num- 


oering 300 have to be cared for every 
day. 
It takes tons of provender to 


feed these horses and the menagerie. 


The ,animals of the menagerie are 


generally of the most interest. 
The 


hardiest and longest lived and most 
intelligent is said to be the elephant. 
Some of the largest of this show are 
used to push the heavy wagons and 
cages about the "lot" when the show 
is setting up. 
One morning an ele- 


phant became enraged at his driver 
and wheeled quickly and struck at 
the,.man wit a his trunk. The beady 
eyes of the animal glistened as 
he 


trumpeted his anger. 
The 
keeper 


lashed the big brute -with his whip and 
subdued him without any damage be- 
ing done.

When an elephant gets so bad that 
he is dangerous, the owners have thb 
animal killed, and the next season a 
substitute takes his place, although 
the killing of the elephant means a 
loss of several thousand dollars.

giraffe. 
They take cold easily and 


often die of hasty consumption. Seals 
are hardy, but they are difficult to 
train.
